a* Subject etated that since the last meeting of 15 June 67, be has 
given considerable thought to the idea of providing aaaiatanoe to the AH, 
end that whereas he still feels that he may be able to provide the suggested 
assistance, the requirement for a aultable legman continues to bo a matter of 
som« concern to him. In this respeot, Subject revealed that he has rejected 
the idea of utilising the Individual (unnamed) mentioned during the previous 
dlsousslon t because of the faot that this Individual is too* knowledgeable • 
of Subject's position within the Oataaiatisc her Verein, of hla own personal 
research projects, and of the type of research normally cor duct.dbr Sul»>ot 
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and would lamed lately become suspicious regarding the Job requirements 
and source of monies supplied to hia for expenses and wpmnt* Any intensive 
deviation or emtension of thla normal research pattern, would result In 
•uboaquant quaatlono and difficult explanations* Subjeot reiterated hlo 
opinion that thla individual does possess all the prerequisites, but again 
stated that the Inherent danger of arousing hie euapioione will preclude 
hia utilization in the intended manner* 

b. Subject adviee'* that after mentally reviewing several other potent tale, 
he feels that he may be able to en^-age the ae^vioee af a young (age 28-30) 
Sino1o*'i”t, who U currently finishing up hie degree in a PHD in psychology , 

wnd who may b»s attracted to both the opportunity to pursue hia Interest In

Subject stated that whereat: he has had extensive contaot with this individual

\ regurding the extent of Subject's activities* He further opined that 0a could 
/utilize this individual without drawing too much attention to hie expanded 
research, or to hia involvement with USX. Subjeot was unable to supply com- 
plete biographical data on this Individual, except fer th# fact that hia name 
is " he la 26-30 years olds epeaka Mandarin Chinese 

and has spent approximately one year in Taiwan* This potential le gman has

Hamburg, and the correct spelling of hie name was obtained from one such j 

publication* Subject advised that he will attempt to oontaot • * * * j 

within the nest week, and through circumspec t queries, w ill escort ain the V 

extent of his availability and interest* If \ viaAhKljiai exhibit a a favorable 
response, Subject will then attempt te obtain farther Bio data fer required 
HTH checks* 

c. During an extensive discussion of probable expenses for both himself 
and the legman , Subject stated that the only criteria he could draw on for 

an estiaate of legman expenses would be that as currently paid by his own 
parent and similar organizations for this type of work, and that this generally 
amounts to full transportation eoatj DJflT 40*00 per day far lodging and meals % 
plus an additional DM* 40.00 per day as payment for their eervioee. 8ubJeot 
further stated that thin amount varies with the individuals conoemed, but 
thAt the average Is figured as above. After much prompting, Subject reluct- 
antly quoted a figure oft 200. 00 per month as an estimate of what he would oone. 
elder to be fair compensation for hia services, and stated that whereas this * 
may appear to he somewhat high, he would have to consider this amount in 
light of other personal projects that would have to be abandoned in order te 
provide necessary* tine to this project* Subject was advised that thla figure 
would be reviewed and given consideration by the AH If and when a decision is 
reached to enter into any formal agreements with him*
